1. Bingham U.S. Patent 2,991,974 discloses a cable duct 
installing device used to lay electrical cables in tunnels. 

2. Bender U.S. Patent 3,248,884 discloses a pipeline ditch 
breaker used in inclined pipeline ditches to restrain backfill from 
cascading down the ditch. 

3. Strosnider U.S. Patent 5,197,713 discloses a wheeled device 
used to push pipe, presumably through a tunnel or the like under a 
road or other surface obstruction. 
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4. Eck U.S. Patent 6,450,736 discloses devices for supporting 
a pipeline above the surface of tundra so water and/or animals can 
crawl or walk under the pipeline. 

5. Fukui U.S. Patent 6,588,984 discloses a technique for 
laying pipeline on a mountain side
